As was stated in Friday's News, 


quite H large party, composed of local 
business men and cement people, went 
out east a mile and a quarter and in- 
vestigated the matter of building a 
reservoir.

There 
is a solid rock base on which to build 
the dam. 
A section of the dam 80 feet 


feet high, SO feet wide at the base and 
125 feet long in front of the main chan- 
nel would serve as an ample wasteway

I dam, 575 feet, could be built of Rock 
and earth, which is available in inex- 


j hnustible quantities right on the spot.

"The water supply would be guar- 


anteed by three large riverlets coming 
in from watersheds several thousand 
acres in extent." 


"Where is'this site?" 
"It is on the Grayson allotment, one 


of our most reputable and prominent 
Indian citizens.
